111 fill tbe seat for wbicb Clerk Fred 
Wagner issued an. election certificate 
to Binner and for which Kuntz Im- 
mediately gave notice of contest.' 
Tbe certificate was Issued after an- 
unusual scene Tuesday afternoon 
when i golden baired little girl, tbe 
daughter of tbe cleric, drew from a 
bat the name ot tbe lucky man and so 
far as-tbe. election returns in tbe 
bands ef tbe clerk were concerned 
settled tbe tie for council; tbe tally 
sheets showing that Kuntz and Rin- 
ner bad each received 713 votea. 
All day tbe contest bad been going 
on. In fact it bad assumed the pro- 
portions of a lively battle when it was 
known that, -while acknowledging it 
bad no jurisdiction In the matter, the 
board bad recommended to Clerk 
Wagner that he count one of tbe dis- 
puted ballots for Binner. 
But here 
the board ran against a snag. 
Clerk 
McDowell of tbe board refused to give 
tbe ballots in question to Clerk Wag- 
ner, and m support of his position 
quoted Secretary of State Laylin ana 
Attorney General Sheets, the former 
informing him that if be gave up tbe 
ballots be'would 'punish him by heavy 
fine and imprisonment. 
This left Clerk Wagner no other 
course than to declare the vote a tie, 
and according to law settle it by draw 
ing lots. Meantime Cleric McDowell 
bad been swern'ln as city solicitor 
and 
advised Clerk Wagner to let 
chance decide the matter. 
Be was 
ready, hut tbe law said the mayor or 
a justice should be present when the 
lots were cast. It chanced that Mayor 
Cassingham was out of the city and 
neither Squire Manner nor Squire 
Wimmer could be found. Tbe clerk 
put in the afternoon in a vain searcb 
for them, and almost given up in des- 
pair when be located Squire Manner. 
The justice appeared at tbe store of 
Sam Gamble-where tbe clerk is em- 
ployed. He could not wait, however, 
ind another effort was made tb find 
Justice Wimmer. He was out of town, 
but Mayor Cassingbam was finally 
'ound in a barber shop.. He answered 
tbe call of the clerk, and the question 
was soon decided. 
— 
It was a curious scene. Miss Mary 
Wagner, a little tot of not more than 
five years, was mounted on an old 
counter in front of the store, and 
smiled on tbe crowd as though she en- 
loyed tbe proceeding immensely. The 
Jerk took eight pieces of paper, and 
after writing the name of Binner on 
one and Kuntz on another rolled each 
of the eight Into a little ball. 
They 
were put into a hat and Mary was told 
to pick one out. This she did and 
gave it to ber fatber. 
He opened it 
and it proved to be a blank. Then 
she drew anotber, 
and when the 
creases were smoothed out enough to 
read tbe word there written it was 
found to be "Binner." 
The clerk 


heaved - a 
great 
sigh 
of 
relief 


while Mary cheerfully said "Papa, 
let's go to supper," and it was all 
over. 
While they were waiting the coming 


of Major Cassingham, E.C. Binner,the 
interested candidate, 'appealed and 
in a moment a battle.was in progress. 
Sharp words were exchanged, the so- 
licitor 
maintaining his position by 
reading a few sections of law and Rin- 
ner walked away. He could not be 
seen in the crowd when the little one 
drew his name from the bat. 
Binner's success in the drawing 
took the matter to council. 


NO DECISION REACHED 


Did Not Settle the Contest But Will 


End It Friday Nifht. 


"That I believe closes up the busi- 
ness of the old council and tbe clerk 
will proceed with the call of those 
who were elected officers at the late 
election," 
said Mayor Cflssingbam 
when the business on band had been 
completed. 
"Let me present my credentials," 
said Mr. Binner stepping forward and 
placing a paper on Clerk Wagner's 
desk. 
The lobby was well tilled. Friends 


of the contesting parties werc present, 
and each 
had an, attorney, Judge 
Hunt representing Kuntz ancl-S. II. 
Nicholas 
appearing 
for 
Binner. 
Throughout the evening every one 
present bad been waiting for the an- 
nouncement, and there was a notice- 
able shifting of chairs and a settling 
back to comfortable position as the 
clerk read: 
s "I hereby certify the election and 
have issued the same election certifi- 
cates to L. B. Barcroft, M. W. Mc- 
Naughton. and B. C. Binner to coun- 
cil; M. S. TrOTingef, cemetery trustee; 
Joseph L. McDowell, solicitor and 
Joseph Keagy water works trustee, 
and also tbe settling of tbe Binner 
and Kuntz tie, vote." 
lie tbcn read a communication from 


Clerk McDowell of the board of elec- 
tions, detailing the meeting of last 
Saturday night and giving th* recom- 
mendation Oeo. A. Hay, W. M. Smith 
and Robert Speck for the Heating of 
Binner, a* published In TH« Aon 
Monday. To tbto wan appended tbe 
foUowiaf from Clerk McDowell: 
"The abate ts a tree copy of tbe 
ojtMon SB It wa* expressed by UM 
dtgajtf Mservtmn of elections at a 
MMBf&pl tatt BamnUy •Twin*;, 


and ordered certified to you BJ 
With regard to tbe ballot*that 


clerk.

ordered,"by tbe board of elections to 
be turned over tc you, I would say 
that tbe state supervisor of Elections 
Lewis C. Laylin, has Instructed me to 
keep said ballot* until I am requested 
by some court or other competent au- 
thority authorized bylaw to pass upon 
tbe same in a contest of election duly 
conducted; but I enclose to you a 
photograph of each of tbe ballots re- 
turned from precinct four (4). This 
I do in compliance to tbe orders and 
directions of tbe state supervisor of 
elections for tbe fixate of Ohio and In 
compliance to law." 
Taking 
up another typewritten 
document tbe clerk read: 
"To the HonorableMayor and Coun- 
cil of the Incorporated Village of Co- 
shocton, Ob/o: 
"As clerk of tbe incorporated village 


of Coshocton, Ohio, and in compli- 
ance witb my duties as* clerk of said 
village, according to section 1729 of 
the revised statutes of Ohio with ref- 
erence to the making of abstract of 
votes which, is as follows: 
"The clerk, or in his absence or dis- 
abilitity, some person to be selected 
by the council, shall call to his assist- 
ance che mayor, and in his presence, 
make an abstract and ascertain tbe 
candidates elected, in all respects as 
required by law of the clerk of the 
court of common pleas with respect 
to county officers; and be shall, in like 
manner make a certificate as to each 
candidate so elected, and cause tbe 
same to be delivered to him, or left at 
his usual place of abode; provided, 
that if there is no mayor, or tbe may- 
or is'absent or disabled, or a candi- 
date at such election, the clerk shall 
call to Jhls assistance a justice of the 
the peace of the county." 
''The returns made to me by tbe pre- 
siding ollicerof the different precincts 
in U:.- vj'nge of Coshocton,' Ohio, 
were uy me uuly opened and canvass- 
ed :iti<1 certificates issued to those 
show n by the talley sheets to be duly 
elected, but I furthered in the can- 
vas? of s 'id tally sheets that E. C.Bm- 
ner ana K. J". Kuntz, candidates for 
councilmen, each received 713 votes, 
and I also found that two doubtful 
ballots or ballots uncounted, concern- 
ing the legality of which there - is 
some doubt or difference of opinion in. 
the minds of the judges of election in 
and for precinct number four of said 
village were returned to the deputy 
state supervisors of elections of Co 
sbocton county, Ohio, and at a meet- 
ing of said board on Saturday evening 
April 13,1901, said board ordered that 
said doubtful ballots be delivered to 
me as clerk by the clerk of said board 
Joe L. McDowell. 
Under instruc- 
tions of the secretary of state, the su- 
pervisor of elections, he retained the 
possession of said ballots and deli ver- 
ed to me as 'clerk a photograph of 
each of said ballots, but submitted to 
me for my inspection, the original 
doubtful ballots but refused to let me 
as clem, take said ballots and keep 
said,ballots in my possession. 
There- 


fore in compliance wir.h section 1731 
of the revised statutes of Ohio, which 
is as follows: 
' "If the result cannot be determined 
from the votes cast, for the reason 
that more than the number of "per- 
sons to be elected have an equal num 
ber of votes for the same office, then 
tbe officer whose duty it is to ascer- 
tain the personb elected, snail deter- 
mine by lot which or such persons 
shall oe declared elected;and the elec- 
tion of any municipal oflicer, except u 
member of the council, may be con- 
tested in the manner provided bylaw 
for contesting the election of justices 
of the peace, except in cities of the 
lirst grade of the tirst class, such elec- 
tion may be contested only in the 
manner provided for contesting the 
election of county officers." 


"And 
the casting of said ballotsJwas 


done in the presence of G. W. Casslng- 
bam..mayor, and others, of said vil- 
lage, and.the lot or ballot selected in 
favor of E. C. Binher, and I hereupon 
issue to him a certificate of election." 
Then he read a notice from Mr. 


Kunlx contesting the seat given Rin- 
ner on the ground that lie,Kuntz, had 
received the greater number of votes 
He asks to have the question decided 
at this meeting or as soon after as 
possible. 
Mayor Cassingham at this point 
announced that he would administer 
the oath to the duly elected officers. 
"In order to avoid any embarrass- 
ment," said Binner, ''I want to'suy •! 
have already been worn sin and sub- 
mit my papers." 
The document 
showed that he had taken the oath 
Levi Williams, a notary public. 
Dr. McNaughton and Mr. Barcroft 
stood up and so did Iliuner. The 
mayor informed ibe latter that be 
would not recognize him as taking the 
obligation, and Rinner said that was 
all right but'he took it with the 
others. The mayor then instructed 
the clerk to make no record that Rin- 
ner'had taken the oath at this time, 
and it was agreed to. 
"What is your pleasure, gentlemen, 


in reference to the contest?" asked 
i.he mayor. 
"J move it be taken up now," sa'd 


Mr. Brooke. Mr. Stewart seconded 
the motion,-and & H. Nicholas made 
a speech. 
"1 want to say," he began "that I 
represent Mr. Rinner. I think every 
lawyer will ngree with me that the 
legislature has failed to provide any 
rule 
governing a 
contest of this 
kind. 
There 
is no question but 
what 
the 
contest 
can be had, 
but the process of carrying on the con- 
test is a serious question. There is also 
doubt that council can exclude a man 
whose 8«at is contested from voting. 
The courts cannot Interfer as to the 
right of tbe contest, but if you de- 
prive an officer of his right to vote 
tbere is danger of your totng drugged 
Into tbe court* These disputed ballots 
ftbould be brought In here an all testi- 
mony come into court. 
And I am 
not Mylnff tbto to the disparagement 
of anyone, but thone ballot* must 
eone here under oath." 
"Tbe clerk DM aeeatheM ballot*," 


"I showed j 
said Solicitor McDowell, 
them to him." 
'•Yes, be got them from you, and 
you got them from some other person. 
They should be ;brought here. We 
have the right to «ee them. It would 
be a strange proceeding if my client 
be not allowed to 'examine the testi- 
mony on which his seat is contested. 
This thing should be conducted so as 
to give justice. Who can' say these 
are the ballots? -Who could decide 
that question? If-this seat is to be 
contested let not11, tbe contest be a 
farce." • 
i 
"I .represent iMr. Kuntz," said 
Judge Hujt, "anJ/I have no disagree- 
ment with Mr. Nicholas as.t6bis gen- 
eral statement, but I de'vfiisacree 
with him on the/ question :that tbe 
member whose seat 
is co'ntested 
should be allowed tg^vote. All au- 
thorities say a member has no right 
to vote on bis ownv;ca'se. 
I have no 
objection to letting the matter go 
over for a short time. - Let council-act 
as does tbe legislature -and , con- 
gress in 
determining' who 'Shall 
be their members. Jt is for -council 
to say when, where and how this con- 
test shall be conducted: 
We should 


follow the rule-of these legislative 
bodies."- 
* 
'7 
Tbe other attorney agreed on that 
point, and Judge Huntsaidthat while 
the general procedure should be tbe 
same council could adopt its own 
special rules. Here Mr. Nicholas en- 
deavoted to recall some section of the 
code, but his metnoryfailed him. Big 
law books'were brought out, and • he 
searched diligently for ftve minutes, 
hut at-length he,gave it up. • 
Mean time-council was examining 
the photographs of the disputed bal- 
lots, and the attorneys.talked together 
for a few minutes. Then it was an- 
nounced that,if-council did not object 
they would prepare;~rules to govern 
the contest. Mr. .Timinons said he 
was satisfied if the contestants were, 
and Mr. Binner asked if it would l>e 
regular to settle the matter at a spe- 
cial meeting. It was decided to ad- 
journ council until Friday evening 
when tnebattle will be pulled off. 
"I want to make a statement as to 


why the ballots wire not turned over 
to the city'Ulerfc," said Solicitor Me- 
Doweir_."A't the meeting of the board 
of elections r asked them to relieve 
me of responsibility if I gave them 
into his keeping." They refused. Then 
I took the matter up to the state su- 
pervisor of elections and he said if I 
gave them Tip he would punish me. I 
have them now, and will only deliver 
them on the propersubpoena." 


Council decided to go home, and 
settle the whole question Friday.

SERGEANT BAKER DEAD. 


Former Coshocton Man Passed Away In Co- 


lumbus. 


Edward Baker, a sergeant of the 


Columbus police department, died at 
his home in that city Monday after an 
illnessnf three- weeks from pneumo- 
nia.

Council passed .peacefully 
away 
Tuesday evening in the room dedicat- 
ed to its use in city hall. 
The minutes of the last session 
were read and "Mr. Timmons retorted 
for street committee that with En- 
gineer Hanlon and E. M. Ay res they 
had gone over Chestnut -street. Mr. 
Hanlon had refused to accept the 
paving because 
it 
had not been 
cleaned, but he did not think it 
out of the way to allow the contract- 
ing company more money If council 
saw fit. It was found, however, that 
Mr. Ayres had sent no bill to the city 
clerk, and the matter was dropped. 


Mr. Timmons also said John Kiss- 
ner would like to have a final settle- 
ment on the Walnut street extension. 
The paving is all right, and the com- 
mi ttee recommended it. Kissuer filed 
his bond of $500, signed by W. C. Ren- 
ner and S. P. Dawson, and It was ac- 
cepted.

The 'Ja- 
pan claim has also been cut down to 
less than $20,000,000. Germany's claim 
is elastic, ranging from $60,000,00 to 
$70,000,000. The little -powers, those 
that furnished no troop* at-all. or an 
insignificant number, loom up with 
big bills. Belgium wants $6,000,000, 
and similar claims are preferred by 
Holland and Spain. 


. Money Panic In Japan.' 


Washington, April 17.— The finan- 


cial condition of Japan at present is 
far from encouraging, and her bank- 
ers, statesmen and business men are 
exerting every effort to avert a pend- 
ing panic. This statement is conveyed 
to the state department In a commu- 
nication from United States Consul 
General Bellows, at Yokohama. The 
situation shows that the Chinese in- 
demnity secured at the close of the 
Japan-China war. together with large 
national loans, led to the exploiting of 
many public and private undertak- 
ings, which caused money to be tin- 
usually plentiful among the coolie or 
laboring classes. This induced ex- 
travagant methods of living.

Landrieux says that 
five years ago, when she was 11 years 
old, she amused herself with other 
children by swallowing quantities of 
needles. 


Montana White Talks. 


New York, April n. — Montagu

surrender 


shortly. It is intimated that an official 
announcement regarding the disposi- 
tion of Aguinaldo will soon be made. 


Judge Taft. president of the Philip- 


pine commission, says that Mgr. Chap- 
pelle, the papal delegate to the Philip- 
pine Islands, told him the friars were 
not to return to the provinces, and 
that only a. sufficient number of them 
were now in Manilla to act as instruc- 
tors in the colleges. This disposes of 
the troublesome friar question. Cebu 
Is to be visited by the commission 
upon which island the insurrection is 
still active. It is unsafe to leave the 
city of Cebu without armed escort 


Scandals at Manilla. 


Manilla, April 17.—A civilian named 


Fletcher, accused of unlawful conver- 
sion of commissary stores, will be 
tried by the provost court. Speaking 
of the commissary scandals, a promi- 
nent army officer said he had every 
reason, to believe that Colonel Wood- 
ruff, head, of the subsistence depart- 
ment at Manilla, was not implicated. 
He said that Colonel "Woodruff was 
one of the ablest men in the service 
and his honesty was unquestioned. He 
asserted that Colonel Woodruff was 
ignorant of the fact that Harold M. 
Pitt, manager of Evans & Company, 
the army contractors, was leasing him 
the house in which he lived for much 
less "rental than Pitt had paid, there- 
for. 
Upon discovering this Colonel 


Woodruff 
immediately vacated 
the 


premises. 


Washington Wants to Know. 


Washington, April 17. — Secretary 


Boot cabled General MacArthur ask- 
ing for information concerning the re- 
ports of frauds in Manilla. While defi- 
nite instructions have not been given 
General 
MacArthur 
heretofore 
to 


make a searching and complete inves- 
tigation, it is understood that the re- 
quests for Information were of a char- 
acter to Imply that the department ex- 
pected such an investigation should 
be made. Nothing definite has been 
received 
from General MacArthur 


about the alleged frauds, although 
reference has been made to the inves- 
tigation in cablegrams received. 


Cuban Negroes Active. 


Havana, April 17.—Rumors are prev- 


alent that the negroes intend to take 
an active part in politics, and that an 
organization is being perfected under 
the leadership of Juan Gualberto Go- 
mez. It is reported from the eastern 
provinces that negroes are aspiring to 
political office and will seek the same 
at the coming municipal 
elections. 


Politicians here fear that this move- 
ment wli 1 result in the election of sev- 
eral negroes as mayors, as the whites 
are divided, by party limes, whereas 
the negroes are always united. 


Troubles In Russia. 


Vienna, April 17.—A dispatch from 


'Lemberg asserts that further troubles 
have occurred in Russia and that 
wholesale arrests have been made in 
Odessa and other cities. The corre-' 
spoadent says also that 15.000 signa- 
tures, including merchants and land- 
owners, have been secured to a peti- 
tion to Emperor Nicholas to grant .a 
constitution. 


Shriners Return. 


Chicago, April 17.—Memhers of the 


Mystic Shrine, who started on the 
tour from Grand Rapids to Honolulu, 
Feb. 16, arrived in Chicago on the re- 
turn trip. They traveled to the islands 
and established a new chapter on the 
crater 'over an extinct volcano. The 
route covered over 12.000 miles, 7.000 
of which was by rail. 


Due to Jealousy. 


El Paso, Tex, April IT.—At Juarez, 


Mexico, Andres Garcia killed his 
young bride and then blew out. his 
own. brains. Jealousy was probably 
the cause., Garcia and Miss Anita Te^ 
resas were married in Chihuahua four 
months ago. Both belonged - to the 
first families of Mexico and were pop- 
ular leaders of Chihuahua society. 


Indians Run Down.

been received here that a Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas passenger train ran 
into a wagon load of Indians at a 
crossing near Blue Jacket Station. L
